But Forerius and others look 500 years beyond” this 
time, and refer the fulfilling of this Viſion to theflou- 
riſhing and happy Condition of the Chriſtian: Church 
and State, as both in After-Ages ſhould be-reſtored and 
fixed by, Chriſt himſelf, their hoped' for Meſſiah, ' who 
they believed, ' when he came, would reſtore all things,

Neither in truth was their Temple, Nation, Govern- 
ment, or ancient Governours then reſtored, but rather 
quite diſſolved, and broken in pieces by the conquering 
Romans and themſelves thenceforth enſlaved, and, as an 
accurſed People, ſcattered upon the face of the Earth 
to this very day : for when Shilo came, the Scepter 
departed from Fudah.
